J o sephus, 
the famed 
Jewish histo- 
rian, was born 
in Jerusalem 
in the year 
A. D. 37 or 38. 
He was almost 
a contempo- 
“rary of Jesus 
of Nazareth. 
In two pas- 
sages of his

) ties” he writes 
of Jesus. He says that Jesus caine 
into prominence about the time 
there was an attempt to over- 
throw the Roman government 
under Pilate. Jesus, he reports, 
Was a “wise man” and “a doer 
_ of wonderful works.” 
Josephus, who would have 
a great newspaper writer, 
says that when Pilate, “at the 
suggestion of the principal men 
among us (the priests) had con- 
demned Him to the cross,” that 
“those who had loved him at the 
first ceased not to love him” and 
that the race of Christians, so 
named for him,” are not extinct 
even now.” 

There is no tribute in the Holy 
book itself which more eloquent- 
ly testifies to the character of 
Jesus than that—‘“those who 
loved him at the first ceased not 
to love him.” 

The second mention by Jose- 
phus says, “Ananias called a San- 
hedrin together, brought before 
it James, the brother of Jesus, 
who was called The Christ, and 
certain others ... and he caused 
them. to be stoned” (to death). 

So, we see from these two all- 
too-brief mentions by a historian 
of the time, who had his reports 
from persons still alive who told 
him what they themselves had 
seen—not what their grandfa- 
thers said they had heard from 
others—that Jesus was a man 
greatly beloved; that the priests 
and the men who had forgot the 
poor and the wretched, were 
afraid of him and hated him, and 
that the revolutionaries who 
plotted against the Romans and 
their occupying army, used him 
to help create opposition. That 
is why, when they had purged 
Jesus in the manner in which 
the Communists or the Nazis 
killed those who opposed them,

ec. 24—President Truman in a 


special Christmas Eve message to the Nation declared Sun- 
day the country was in the midst of a “crusade of prayer,” 
and urged his listeners to enlist in the common cause of a 
“revival of faith” regardless of their spiritual allegience. 


In his brief speech, devoted ex- 


|clusively to the spiritual values 


underlying our democracy and our 
celebration of the Nativity the 
President pursued a step further 
in what apparently has been one 
of his chief preoccupations during 
this holiday visit to his home. He 
again, for the second time in two 
days, urged moral mobilization as 
“democracy’s most powerful 
weapon” in what he termed the 
fight against the “tyranny of com- 
munism.” 

The Christmas message, record- 
ed previously for radio, was broad- 
‘cast coincident with the lighting 

of the Christmas tree on the White 
House lawn. The President lighted 
the tree by means of pressing a 
telegraph key in his home here. 

“Never before in our lives has a 
Christmas seemed so important,” 
the President said. “I am _ not 
thinking of turkey dinners and 
stacks of gifts. I mean the quiet, 
reverent celebration of the faith, 
hope and love—born in a manger 
in Bethlehem,” he continued. 


Observing that “many have for- 
gotten the humble surroundings 
of the Nativity,” the President 
urged that at this Christmas time 
“we should renew our faith in 
God.” Many of us, he pointed out, 
were not fortunate enough to be 
in our homes. Thousands, he said, 

are on “the cold and dreary 
battlefield of Korea.” 

“But all of us at home, at war, 
wherever we may be—are within 
reach of God’s love and power. 
We all can pray. We all should 
pray,” he urged. 

Sunday also, in a _ separate 
broadcast recorded for the Voice 
of America, the President sent 
seasonal felicitations and assur- 
ances that “our thoughts and pray- 
ers go with all men regardless of 
race, creed or ‘nationality who 
share with us our hopes for peace 
and freedom in the times to come.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—(7)— 
Sen. Ives, Republican New York, 
said Sunday the U. S. “is going to 
stick by” commitments Secretary 
of State Acheson made at the 
Brussels conference of North At- 
lantic Pact nations. 

Ives, a leader in getting GOP 
Congress members to formally de- 
mand Acheson’s dismissal recent- 
dy, said the ouster move was not 
aimed at “discrediting” this na- 
tion’s representative at the Brus- 
sels meeting. 

And he added: 

“Obviously the country is going 
to stand by the commitments and 
agreements reached at these con- 
ferences.” 

The North Atlantic nations 
agreed at the Brussels meeting to 
contribute forces to the formation 
of a 1,000,000-man army, headed 
by Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, for 
defending western Europe against 
possible Communist aggression. 

The extent of American partici- 
pation pledged to such a defense 
build-up was not announced, but a 
fight threatened in Congress over 
Truman administration plans to 
send more troops to Europe as 
soon as possible to serve in the 
international army. 

Former President Hoover has 
spoken out against sending’ more 
men or money to Europe until the 
Allies have formed a huge force 
of their own. He called for a 
hemispheric defense.

Co-Pilot Is Second to Die; 
16 Unhurt in Air Crash 


Passengers Trek 
Down Canada Slope 


PENTICTON, B. C., Dec. 24— 
(P)—The copilot of a Canadian 
Pacific Airlines plane which 
crash-landed on a British Colum- 
bia mountain Friday night joined 
the pilot in death Sunday while 
the passengers they saved were 
still straggling down the moun-

The copilot, Leo Doucette, of 
Vancouv: . B. C., succumbed to} 
injuries auring the night. Capt. 
Quinton Moore, the pilot, died in 
the. miraculous. but unexplained| 
landing on the 4,000-foot level of 
brushy, snow-covered Mount Ok- 

anagan. 

Fifteen passengers and_ the 
stewardess on the plane escaped 
injury. They joined in lavish 
praise of the skillful work which 
brought their big DC-3 down 
without injury to them. 

Six of the passengers reached 
here Saturday night. 

Four more survivors made their 

way down the mountainside 
through deep snow during the day 
and were hurried here by truck. 
The other six were reported near- 
ing the end of the arduous hike 
‘to a ranch where rescue vehicles, 
‘were assembled.

Christmas in Ante-Bellum South 
Sometimes an All-Night Affair 


Christmas in the Old South (with a Merry Christmas, 
a Happy New Year and a thank you to the tireless refer- 


ence department of the Atlanta library): 

The first words heard on the cold and rainy Christmas morning 
of 1853 were “Christmas Gift!” Master and slaves, women and 
children, vied to get the verbal and obligatory drop on one another, 
with the early rising colored folk usually winning out as they hid 
behind doors and other vantage points. 

Stockings of the white and colored children of the plantation 
household were often hung side by side. (A participant in this ante- 
bellum Yule reported delicately that three extra long stockings 
“looked like they might be mama’s.”’) 

The stockings were filled from bottom to top with candies, 
nuts, raisins and fruits. One little girl received a big china doll 
with “kid feet and hands and dressed in an old frock trimmed in 
black velvet.” 

They weren’t crude toys by any means. There was a wax doll 
with eyes that opened and shut. “The mammy” received red and 

ellow head handkerchiefs, spectacles, a delaine dress, and almost 
ost in the toes of her stocking was a $5 gold piece, making it 
that much more of a delightful Surprise. 


AFTER BREAKFAST, is a siiiasitlaas bell was rung, sum- 
moning all hands. Then was opened the great box that had been 
in the storeroom ever since the wagons returned from the river 
three months before. 

Everyone on the place received a present—bonnets, dresses, 
hats and vests, candies and toys. 

At a big barn dance that night for the Negroes (the barn was 
festooned with cedar and holly) eggnog and home-made wine were 
allowed. A special feature was a midnight supper in the laundry 
and dancing continued until dawn. The master of the house may 
have downed an extra julep himself. |

A Merry Christmas to Nobody 


Today, almost 2,000 years ago, a Babe 
was born in Bethlehem. 

Until that time man had been without 
complete direction. True, there were older 
and well-established religions. One of the 
most ancient was that of Confucius, who 
taught self-examination and retirement 
from the confusions of life. He also had 
a rule for morals and conduct with which 
none could quarrel. 

There were many, many other religions. 

Jesus of Nazareth nullified them all. 

They were each seeking a religion. 

Jesus had the answer. 

They were philosophical religions. 

Jesus was a greater philosopher than 
any. 

They were all agnostics. They said 
they were not sure. They did not deny. 
They didn’t know. 

Jesus said he knew. He said that if a 
man lived by the rules; if he loved his 
neighbor as himself; if he forgave his 
enemies; if he was as a child in his plain, 
simple, honest emotions; if. he believed in 
his Lord and his Savior, then. that an- 
swered all the questions of the phi- 
losophers.

A man who hates the 
Chinese because they are yellow; the Ne- 
gro because he is black or mulatto, the 
Malay because he is brown, the person 
who is angry with any person because the 
color of his skin doesn’t match his own—is 
not a Christian. 

The Russians are not. 

They make an appeal to all colors of 
skins and races. But everv day more and 
more peoples realize the Communist Rus-

War or no, it is a certainty more and 
more Georgians will be called to the armed 
forces. 

President Truman has declared a na- 
tional emergency. Draft quotas have been 
doubled. Full mobilization is likely at 
‘any time. 

Secretary of State Ben Fortson, Jr., 
already has had large numbers of com- 
plaints from soldiers, sailors and Marines 
who found they couldn’t vote in the June 
primary and the November general elec- 
tion because the Soldier Vote Law became 
inoperative in 1948. 

The law ought now to be re-enacted. 


Gov. Talmadge said the other day he had 
not looked into the matter, but emphati- 
cally declared he was in favor of service- 
men voting wherever they might be sta- 
tioned. If re-enactment of the Soldier 
Vote Law is indicated, he said he would 
support it. 

We believe it is and so do the hundreds 
of Georgians in the armed forces, and their 
families back home. 

The fact that the Legislature at the last 
session unwisely gave the State Demo- 
cratic Committee power to set the date for 
primaries would have no effect. The new

The letter attracted so much 
generously printed several thou- 


sand copies and this letter became a source of inspiration to many Americans. 
Last Spring John Crown’s tortured body gave up the battle for life, and I should 
like to republish his letter on this Christmas Day when we are trying to dedicate 


ourselves to the things Christ taught us. 


“My name is John Crown. I am a paraplegic 
at Halloran General Hospital. My physical 
wounds are very small in comparison with my 
spiritual wounds. 
to a world that I no longer care for. I, who 
have been engaged in the great struggle to save 
the world from tyranny, and having seen my 
comrades die for this cause, can now find no 
peace in the world or in my country. 


“Having lived close to death for two years, 
the reasons why there is no peace seem infini- 
tesimally flimsy. 


“Russia wants the Dardanelles, Yugoslavia 
wants Trieste, the Moslems want India, labor 
wants more wages, capital wants more 
profit, Smith wants to pass the car in front 
of him. Junior wants more spending money. 


“To these, I say, is it necessary to kill and 


eripple human beings for thése petty gains? 


Anyone who thinks a human body is so cheap 
that it can be traded for a tract of land, a piece 
of silver, or a few minutes of time should be 
forced to listen to the moans of the dying night 
and day for the rest of his life. 


“All the troubles of the world originate in 
the common man. The selfish and greedy ways 
of nations are just the ways of each individual 
man multiplied a hundredfold. When the morals 


. of the common man drop, so do the morals of 


; 


the nations of the world. As long as our indi- 


- vidual morals remain at a low ebb, so will be the 


world. Until each of us stops ‘hogging the road’ 
with his car, stops fighting over the seat on the 
bus, stops arguing over who is going to cut the 
grass, there will be no peace in the world. 

“If a man wishes peace again, he must re- 
member the great commandment, ‘Love thy 
neighbor as thyself for the love of God.’” 

John Crown hit the nail on the head all right 
in diagnosing the ills of the world. But it seems 
to me that his pain-racked body caused him to 
overlook some of the great accomplishments we 
have made in our 2,000-year struggle upward 
toward the great goal Christ set for us—the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. 

Today is a discouraging Christmas for most 


! of us, a Christmas during which our nation may 


be facing its greatest peril in history, a time 
when our leaders sometimes have faltered, when 
we have made mistakes. 

Sie out of this discouragement, I think one 
thing should be remembered. 

Despite the intolerance which is still rampant 
in the land, and despite our faults and failings, 
this nation has made great progress in grasping 
the chief vision Jesus of Nazareth gave us—the

ress has been imperceptible because its path lies 
in the hearts of men. And while we can meas- 
ure dollars and cents, it is harder to measure the 
change in men’s hearts. 


Hitler’s greatest mistake was that he denied 
the dignity of man, and this may also be the 
greatest mistake of the leaders in Moscow. Christ 
taught that man was the son 6f God—the -fallen 
son of God and so, capable of doing evil, but 
still the son of God. Hitler, however, assumed 
that man was no more than the brightest of the 
beasts and treated him as such. Hitler operated 
on ‘the premise that, as in the jungle, might 
makes right. 


The leaders of Moscow have been cleverer 
than that. They have put forward a propaganda 
which has convinced many parts of the world 
they are operating for the benefit of their fel- 
low men. But beneath this veneer of propa- 
ganda is the inescapable fact that Moscow oper- 
ates without any true understanding of the dig- 
nity of man. 


In Russia might still makes right, life is the 
cheapest of all commodities -and slave-labor 
camps still flourish. 


Herein lies our greatest failure. While 
we have gradually carried forward Christ's 
creed in our own nation, and while we have 
poured great largess in food and materials 
into Europe, we have not transmitted with 
it the basic ideals for which we stand. We 
have not convinced our European friends 
that our hearts went along with the hand- 
outs. We have not ‘realized that the gift 
without the giver is bare. 


Equally important, we have not transmitted 
beyond the Iron Curtain any knowledge of the 
burning, fervent desire existing in this country 
for peace. We have not used the ingenuity and 
courage of our forefathers in selling our ideals 
to the people of the nation which, day-by-day, 
now looks like our almost certain enemy. 


We have been quite willing to pay the money 


or grow the food, but we have said, “Let George - 


do it,” when it came to disrupting our pleasant 
way of life and going abroad to sell our ideals. 
Until we faced dire emergenty, many of us were 
not even willing to come to Washington to serve 


our Government. , 


It takes men with both ideals and willing- 
ness to risk death to carry our Concept of the 


. dignity of man into some parts of Europe. Once 


that concept gets behind the Iron Curtain, the 


danger of war vanishes. But we have not real- 


ized this. Or, if we have, we have not worked 


- at it hard enédugh.

Jubilee Ends 


Seals St. Peter’s Door 


Conducts Special 
Christmas Mass

VATICAN CITY, Monday, Dec. 


25—()—Pope Pius XII’ symboli- 


cally sealed the holy door of St. 
Peter’s Basilica Sunday and 
brought to an end the 1950 Jubi- 
lee Holy Year. Hours later he 
conducted a special Christmas 
midnight mass at the main altar 
of St. Peter’s in which the world 
was invited to join in a “great 
crusade of prayer and penance” 
for 1951. 


A Vatican announcement said } 
the midnight mass was broadcast #

The ceremony of a solemn 
pomp brought to a close a year in 
which millions of faithful Cath- 
olics passed through the holy 
door as St. Peter’s and at three 
other Roman churches to attain 
plenary indulgence—pardon from 
temporal punishment resulting 
from sins. The Pope had described 
it as “the year of the great return 
an dthe great pardon.” 

In similar ceremonies, the holy 
doors also were closed at the three 
other patriarchal basilicas in 
Rome —St. Paul’s outside the 
walls, by Eugene Cardinal Tis- 
serant; St. John the Lateran, by 
Clemente Cardinal Micara, and St. 
Mary Major, by Alessandro Cardi- 
mal Verde. Pilgrims seeking 
plenary indulgence were required 
to visit all four basilicas. 

Thus ended the church’s 25th 
Holy Year since the first in 1300.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—(AP)—Broad powers given 
Gen. Eisenhower to deal directly with heads of foreign states 
may be the Truman administration’s answer to Republican 


Secretary of State Acheson has 
told Congress members that under 
the agreements made at Brussels, 


Eisenhower will have the right to’ 


discuss vital matters with the top 
men in each North Atlantic Treaty 
State without going through usual 
military channels. 

On Eisenhower will be placed 
the primary responsibility for 
making certain that each country 
furnishes the men and equipment 
for its proportionate share toward 
the goal of a 3,000,000-man de- 
fense force to be set up in the 
next three years. 

The General, whose prestige is 
high in Congress, thus will have 
the job of gathering these forces 
together, as well as commanding 
their training and operations. 

Some Republican lawmakers al- 
ready have made it clear they 
want more than what they call 
“paper” assurances that the Euro- 
peans are willing to do their part 
in putting up men and will be 
willing to fight if the need arises. 

Although this particular point 
apparently had nothing to do with 
his appointment, the selection of 
Eisenhower for the job—and the 
agreement to give him authority 
that apparently is even greater 
than that held by Gen, MacArthur 
as Pacific Commander—figures to 
strengthen the administration’s 
position in Congress. 

Republicans who have been de- 
manding Acheson’s ouster are not 
likely to take at face value’ any 
assurances the Secretary gives 
that Europe means business in as- 
sembling a defense force. 

But the same Republicans are 
not likely to press the issue fur- 
ther if Eisenhower says he has de- 
pendable guarantees that Ameri- 
can troops aren’t going to be call- 
ed upon to do more than a fair 
share of the fighting. 

The Congressional distrust of 
Europe’s intentions has grown out 
of the failure of other members of 
the United Nations to furnish any 
appreciable troop strength for the 
war in Korea.

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Childbirth 
Safer in 


1950 Here 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 

Atlanta is a good place for a 
mother to bear her child. 

According to City Health De- 
partment records, the city will 
establish an all-time low record 
in infant and maternal mortality 
in 1950 with figures showing only 
29.2 deaths per 1,000 live births 
recorded. The figure compares 
with 33.2 per 1,000 for 1949. 

And as far as mothers are con- 
cerned, the record is even bet- 
ter. Only one maternal death will 
be registered in 1950 if the record 
holds. This means a maternal 
mortality of only .3 per 1,000 
births for 1950 compared to nine 
deaths last year and a rate of 
1.2 per 1,000 live births. 

Charles Turner, statistician for 
the Department, said, however, 
birth and death rates showed an 
increase according to the Census 
Bureau population count. 

Turner said this increase was 

attributed to a discrepancy in 
population estimates by public 
utilities and the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the actual nose count 
by the Census Bureau. Estimates 
for the city’s 1950 population were 
placed at 364,000 while the official 
count showed a population of 
326,962. This, Turner said, hiked 
the birth and death rate. 
Atlanta births for 1950 will 
total 7,700 representing a rate of 
23.5 per 1,000 population, Turner 
estimates. This compares with a 
rate of 21.6 per 1,000 for 1949 
when estimated population figures 
were used. 

A total of 3,043 Atlantans will 
die before the year ends, putting 
the death rate at 9.2 per 1,000, 
contrasted with 8.6 per 1,000 based 
on 1949 population estimates. 

Turner. says the midwife is al- 
most a thing of the past here. 
Midwives served in only 18 cases 
in Atlanta this year and in all 
cases the mothers were Negroes. 

Causes of death in the order 
in which they are recorded for 
1950 follow: 

Heart disease, cerebral hemor- 
rhage, cancer, nephritis, pneu- 
monia, accidents (all forms), 
tuberculosis. 

Childhood diseases were report- 
ed as follows: Scarlet fever, 105 
cases in 1950, against 110 in 1949; 
diphtheria—4 for 1950, against 
five for 1949; whooping cough— 
48 for 1950 and one death, against 
10 for 1949; polio—32 cases for 
1950, against 30 for 1949. 

Turner emphasized that books 
have not yet closed, but based his 
estimates on vital statistics of for- 
mer years.

Yule Brings 
Memories 


Of Many Songs 


After a period of years, 
Dreaming of a White Christ- 
mas can become. a nightmare 
to those -who prefer variety 
rather than familiar sentiment 
and the catchy tune of Jingle 
Bells. 

But from the standpoint of 
variety, if the family or the 
friends or a special group de- 
cide to burst forth in song, 
there’s a song to suit any taste, 


The religious numbers, fa- 
miliar t oall are such tradi- 
tionally loved classics as “Si- 
lent Night,” “Oh, Little Town 
of Bethlehem,” “It Came 
Upon the Midnight Clear,” 
“Away in a Manger,” “The 
First Noel,” “Adeste Fidelis,” 
and others. 


And then there is that new- 
comer to the holiday chorus, 
“Rudolph the Red-Nosed Rein- 
deer,” and such other favorites 
as “Santa Claus Is Coming to 
Town,” “Here Comes Santa 
Claus,” “Frosty, the Snow Man,” 
“When Santa Gets Your Let- 
ter,” “Silver Bells,” “Christmas 
Candy,” “You Can’t Kiss Santa 
Good Night,” and many more. 

Thé Christmas carol sing- 
ing custom is gaining in popu- 
larity. and although it is years 
old, it is not quite so obsolete 
as that of the Yule Log cus- 
tem. In the early days it was 
the custom for the clergy to 
sing carols on the feast days. 

Carols are probably sung 
more in England than in any 
other country in the world. In 
certain sections, children parade 
the streets singing them often 
led by trained choirs. Nothing 
is more typically English than 
this merry custom, so well il- 
lustrated by one of the oldest 
of their carols: 


“God rest ye merry gentle- 
men. let nothing you rismay, 
for Jesus Christ in Bethlehem 
was born on Christmas Day.” 

In Atlanta, we have a group 
of carolers and their beautiful- 
ly trained voices singing in pri- 
vate homes, clubs and before 
many groups, brings to mind 
that there is still cherished tra- 
dition and sentiment in the 
world.— YG. 


Champagne Corks Stick? Here’s Why! : 


A champagne bottle whose cork won’t come out is the kind 
to use at a ship’s launching; in the home when a festive occasion 
is in progress it is an exasperation and a nuisance. 


Ideally, the cork of a cham- 
pagne bottle should show a def- 
inite urge to get out of its rest- 
ing place after the first firm 
twist in the hand. Both the 
form of the cork and the bub- 
bly pressure within the wine 
have been designed te produce 
this effect. | 


One large champagne maker 
has researched this hard-to-re- 
move-cork business and found 
the answer. It’s the way the 
wine is cooled. 

Traditionally, champagne is 
chilled ‘before serving’ by im- 


mersing the bottle in a bucket 
of ice and water. This leaves 
the neck of the bottle sticking 
up out of the cooling mixture. 

Bottles cooled in this way can 
be opened without extra effort 
or trouble. 


But champagne isn’t always 
chilled in this way. In a res- 
taurant where a number of bot- 
tles is to be served it is often 
more convenient to leave them 
lying in a tub of ice water or 
brine, or standing in a chilled 
compartment or a deép freeze. 
When this is done, ALL of the 


bottle, neck and cork as well 
as the rest, is subjected to the 
chilling process. 


The cork sticks because the 
thin paraffin layer which sur- 
rounds every champagne cork 
becomes chilled and adheres to 
the inside of the neck like 
cement; it is literally frozen in! 


So if you would avoid stuck 
corks in your champagne bot- 
tles, leave the neck unchilled 
—and see how much more easily 
the corks come out. Or, if you 
chill them en masse, warm up 
the necks before opening by let- 
ting hot water run over the 
neck of the bottle for a’ few 
seconds—perhaps five or 10.

Exchange Gifts 


Before Stocks 
Are Gone 


Do your Christmas swapping 
early ...and avoid the frowns 


- on the faces of sales people 


when you trudge purposefully 
in six months from now to ex- 
change a flannel robe for a 
sheer nylon nightie. 


This doesn’t mean that you 
must charge down tomorrow, 
the next day or the next. But 
it does mean that sometime 
within the next two and not 
over three weeks you should 
try ‘to see that all Christmas 
gift exchanges have been made. 


The reasons for this are ob- 
vious. Store stocks change 
from season to season, and 
while they are very anxious 
to be as accommodating, as 
possible where exchanges and 
returns are concerned, it is 
not always possible that a 
specific shade or fabric, size 
or style will be available or 
procurable six months from 
now. Where fashion merchan- 
dise is concerned, it is almost 
a dead certainty, except for 
staples, that the store suffers 
an out-and-out loss on a 
skirt or a dress or coat that 
—_ in style six months be- 
ore. 


Storage presents another 
problem. Staple merchandise, 
out of season, must be stored. 
Consequently when you lug 
woolens in in the Summer, they 
must thén be mothproofed and 
vaults reopened to store them. 
This, you understand, is a mi- 
nor consideration, compared to 
high fashion items that are no 
longer marketable as such and 
can be cleared through bargain 
counters or junked. 


Another thing: Don’t ex- 
pect, just because you are an 
old and valued customer, to 
exchange merchandise that 
was purchased from another 
store, unless, of course, it hap- 
pens also to carry the same 
line. Christmas gifts, except 
perhaps for non-perishables, 
such as silver, china, and the 
like, that have seen service 
over a number of years 
through the time-worn tech- 
nique of palming off undesire- 
ables on someone else the fol- 
lowing year are generally as 
valueless to the store as they 
were to you. 


Hence, if you should be the 
unwitting recipient of one of 
these and in attempting to ex- 
change it, are told, kindly but 
firmly, “We have not stocked 
that item for five years,” a 
graceful exit is your best solu- 
tion.

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Keep Yule Gift Flowers Alive 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


If your beloved says it with flowers this year... 
Of if you’ve been wearing a different corsage for every ride 


on the social merry-go-round. 

Or if some of your gifts are 
house plants, don’t think that 
they are just beautiful today 
and will be faded tomorrow. 
Far from it. For with some first- 
aid treatment you can keep 
them—especially the plants, un- 
til next year, and as for the oth- 
ers, they will remain fresh for 
days. 

They won’t make the supreme 
sacrifice IF you take care of 
them in the right way, and in 
order to help you do that, we 
asked the Voice of Experience 
of the Allied Florists of Georgia 
for some expert advice. Here 
is what he said: ' 

FOR CUT FLOWERS—AlI-

ways cut the ends when the 
flowers first arrive. Place them 
deep in the water and when 
the floral package powder is 
sent along always use it for ex- 
tending the life of the flowers. 
Don’t change the water, just add 
to what’s already in the vase. 
FOR CORSAGES—Keep them 
in the refrigerator but do not 
put them too close to the freez- 
ing compartment. Always keep 
them in a box or in a cellophane 
box or bag. In the case of roses, 
gardenias or camellias, they 
may be sprinkled to refreshen. 
PLANTS—The most popular 
ones for this season are cycla- 
men, a Zaleas and poinsettias. 


It ig best to keep cyclamen in 
a cool location arid in the sun 
during the day. At night it 
should be a temperature of 
about 50 degrees. Never allow 
it to dry out to the point of 
wilting and when it seems dry 
set the post in a saucer of wa- 
ter and allow it to drink up as 
much as it will. The plant can 
be saved until next year if dried 
off and stored in the basement 
or a dark place until about July 
first. Then place it in a larger 
pot, water it and place in a sun- 
ny window. Keep moist and cool 
as possible. ' 

FOR THE AZALEAS—Feed 
them one-half teaspoon of_alum 
sulphate or iron sulphrate once 
a month. Keep in cool place and 
keep well watered. After bloom- 
ing keep watered until spring

Treat Stains 
Before Trying 
To Wash Linen 


Holidaytime brings out our 
finest linens. It’s part of the 
setting for our beautiful food. 
A word of caution is in order, 
however. Watch for spots and 
stains. 


Valuable linens may be per- 
manently spotted if stains are 
not removed before laundering. 
Here are the general rules: 

1. Treat stains as soon as pos- 
sible after they occur. Stains 
that have dried or have been 
set by laundering may be 
very difficult or impossible to 
remove. 


. Use the mildest treatment 
first. If the stain is not 
greasy, try sponging it with 
cold water first. Sugary stains 
are easily removed with clear 
water. If the stain contains 
grease, a dry-cleaning fluid 
or soapsuds may do the trick. 
(See chart inside for specific 
directions for removing com- 
mon stains.) 


. Some stains are combinations 
of several types so may re- 
quire several kinds of treat- 
ment. For example, a fruit- 
flavored ice-cream stain 
should be treated as a sugar, 
egg, grease, and fruit stain. 


CANDLE WAX: In linens and 
cottons, soak in warm water. 
Wash in warm suds. For stub-| 
born stain, use salt water solu- | 
tion. (% cup salt to two cups | 
water). | 


COFFEE OR TEA: Pour boil- | 
ing water from height of two or | 
three feet through stain. If stain | 
is not removed, bleach with hy- | 
drogen peroxide. Do not use | 
soap first. | 

CREAM OR ICE CREAM: Soak 
in cold water. If ice cream is 
fruit or chocolate, treat stain as 
such, Wash in warm suds, Rinse 
well. 

FRUITS OR FRUIT JUICES: 
Pour boiling water from height 
of two or three feet through 
stain. If stain is not removed, 
use household bleach or hydro- 
gen peroxide. Rinse well. Do 
not use soap first. 

LIPSTI€K: Rub with lard or 
Wash in hot suds,. If color 
remains, bleach with household 
bleach or peroxide. Do not use 
soap first.
